REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CEMETERY 

During  the  season  there  were  116  stones  righted  and  put 
in  shape.  Due  to  freezing  of  the  ground  during  the  winter 
months  the  stones  get  out  of  position. 

At  the  east  end  of  the  cemetery  where  the  oldest  burial 
lots  are,  several  of  these  lots  were  filled  up  with  loam  and 
cared  for.  About  two  cords  of  wood  was  cut  clearing  up 
the  broken  trees,  dead  trees  and  limbs  from  the  cemetery. 
The  westerly  part  where  the  June  pinks  and  shrubs  were 
planted  was  gi'own  up  with  swamp  alders  and  brush.  The 
part  has  been  cleared  and  the  shrubs  trimmed,  the  brush 
carried  away  and  the  coming  summer  the  pinks  will  get  a 
good  start.  Several  new  burial  lots  were  taken  during  the 
season  and  placed  on  record. 

A  new  power  lawn  mower  was  bought  which  is  quite  a 
labor  saver  and  works  out  well  on  the  level  land  and  lots. 
The  rest  of  the  older  part  of  the  cemetery  has  to  be  mowed 
by  hand. 

The  four  entrance  gates  were  painted  white,  two  coats, 
and  straightened.  All  flags  on  the  soldiers'  graves  were 
replaced  twice  during  the  year.  Quite  a  lot  of  the  stones 
along  the  wall  had  fallen  and  were  put  back  in  shape,  and 
all  the  young  growth  of  brush  inside  the  walls  was  cut.

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REPORT  OF  ROAD  AGENT 

I  begin  this  report  with  confusion  as  to  procedure. 
Whether  to  follow  the  old  line  of :  "dragged  all  roads,  scraped 
all  roads,  etc. — "  or  to  present  the  actual  activities,  dis- 
tractions and  difficulties  as  were  met  by  the  Highway  De- 
partment. I  choose  the  latter.  To  begin  with,  we  had  to 
gather  our  maintenance  tools,  which  were  scattered  from 
the  Town  Dump,  Gravel  Pit  and  road  sides  to  the  Church 
sheds.  We  then  had  to  begin  an  unlimited  program  of  re- 
pair, on  everything  we  had  to  work  with.  Part  of  the  year 
only  one  truck  was  available.  We  had  to  meet  a  raise  in 
wages  and  truck  hire  of  10c  per  hour  for  labor  and  50c  per 
hour  for  trucks — approximately  a  50%  increase.  With  an 
appropriation  decrease  of  approximately  20%  of  our  pre- 
war levels. 

We  did  very  little  graveling,  only  that  which  was  abso- 
lutely necessary.  We  installed  and  relaid  several  culverts; 
replanked  two  bridges ;  cut  bushes  on  Old  Marlboro,  Troy, 
Jaffrey  and  Page  Roads,  also  several  corners.  Very  little 
calcium  chloride  was  applied  as  the  chloride  could  not  be 
shipped  until  early  fall.  No  tar  was  applied  but  all  tarred 
roads  were  patched,  ditches  and  culverts  were  cleaned.  Our 
Tov/n  Road  Aid  was  applied  on  the  Old  Troy  and  Burpee 
Roads.  These  roads  were  widened  and  graveled.  Two  cul- 
verts were  installed  and  679  yards  of  gravel  was  applied 
on  the  Old  Troy  Road;  and  three  culverts  were  installed 
and  605  yards  of  gravel  was  applied  on  the  Burpee  Road. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  in- 
adequate storage  space  for  our  enuiDment.  Tt  is  now  stored 
out-of-doors  or  under  the  Church  sheds.  This  fact  should 
receive  attention  and  be  corrected.  The  Tool  House  should 
be  newly  shingled  this  coming  year,  also  repainted.  I  sug- 
gest that  the  citizens  visit  the  Highway  Department  to  see 
for  themselves  the  care  required  in  maintaining  equipment, 
also  the  requirements  of  the  Department,  financially  and 
otherwise,  to  maintain  the  standards  and  services  demanded 
by  the  public.

In  this  report  no  effort  is  made  to  give  other  than  statis- 
tical information  regarding  schools  prior  to  July  1, 1946,  the 
date  of  the  change  in  superintendents.  The  two  major 
problems  facing  the  school  board  and  superintendent  in  this 
Supervisory  Union  this  present  school  year  were,  and  still 
are,  (1)  the  procurement  of  competent  teachers  to  fill 
vacancies,  and  (2)  the  immediate  and  long  term  improve- 
ment of  badly  deteriorated  school  buildings  and  equipment. 
Problems  of  slightly  less  magnitude  but  of  grave  importance 
that  have  already  received  much  careful  attention  and  need 
much  further  study  are:  (1)  guidance  of  teachers  lacking 
experience  and/or  training  toward  more  efficient  instruc- 
tional procedures,  (2)  the  development  as  a  cooperative 
effort  of  teachers,  superintendent,  interested  laymen,  and 
school  boards  of  a  more  wisely  planned  educational  program, 
(3)  the  procurement  of  properly  selected  instructional 
material,  (4)  the  improvement  of  war-time  deteriorated 
pupil  transportation  facilities,  (5)  improvement  of  pupil 
records  and  accounting,  (6)  the  development  of  a  less  time 
consuming  and  more  easily  understood  financial  account- 
ing system,  (7)  the  development  of  a  better  informed  public 
opinion  regarding  local  educational  problems  and  conditions. 
Some  of  these  problems  will  be  discussed  under  the  appro- 
priate sections  of  this  report.

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In  Part  I  of  this  report  it  was  stated  that  the  procure- 
ment of  competent  teachers  is  one  of  the  major  problems 
of  the  school  administration  this  year.  One  vacancy  ex- 
isted on  July  1,  and  Dublin  was  exceedingly  fortunate  to 
have  Mrs.  Blomgren  consent  to  teach  again.  It  is  truly 
important  that  every  effort  be  made  to -attract  and  retain 
competent  teachers.  Reasonable  salaries — not  at  a  cost  of 
living  level,  hberal  sick  leave  provisions,  suitable  instruc- 
tional equipment,  and  decent  living  and  employment  condi- 
tions will  figure  strongly  in  holding  the  kind  of  teachers 
who  will  give  boys  and  girls  the  guidance  and  help  they  most 
need. 
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B.     Instructional  Materials 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year,  careful  study 
and  discussion  by  the  teachers  and  superintendent  resulted 
in  a  decision  to  inaugurate  a  plan  for  modernizing  the  read- 
ing system  and  related  activities.  New  basal  reading  books, 
with  correlated  workbooks,  charts  and  cards,  new  arith- 
metics, new  science  books,  new  social  studies  books  and  some 
new  health  books  have  been  obtained  for  the  lower  and  in- 
termediate grades,  and  new  science  books  for  the  upper 
grades.  These  new  materials  have  proven  very  helpful  in 
stimulating  pupil  interest  and  next  year  further  progress 
should  be  made  in  bringing  the  instructional  materials  up 
to  a  higher  standard.

The  $9300  in  the  budget  for  next  year  for  this  item  should 
do  much  toward  making  it  possible  to  have  good  teachers 
next  year  and  it  should  do  a  mite  toward  stimulating  in- 
creased interest  in  the  profession  so  that  Dublin  will  stand 
a  chance  of  having  teachers  in  subsequent  years. 

The  item  of  $1500  for  minor  repairs  is  derived  from  three 
needs:  (1)  replacement  of  the  uncomfortable,  unhygienic 
seats  and  desks  in  the  two  primary  rooms,  (2)  shingling, 
and  (3)  interior  painting. 

Probably  the  greatest  building  need  is  for  adequate  lights 
in  all  classrooms.  A  survey  of  needed  work  has  been  made 
and  steps  should  be  made  to  carry  the  project  to  completion 
this  spring.

September,  1946  to  January,  1947 
Donald  M.  Clark,  M.D.

With  the  exception  of  13  students  who  were  absent,  all 
students  have  been  examined  by  the  medical  inspector, 
Dr.  Donald  M.  Clark,  since  Sept.,  1946.  Notices  of  defects 
found  at  this  time,  have  been  sent  to  the  parents.  Home 
visits  have  been  made  when  necessary.  Vision  and  hear- 
ing tests  have  been  conducted  by  the  school  nurse.  The 
latter  tests  will  be  checked  by  the  audiometer  in  the  near 
future. 

All  students  have  been  weighed  and  measured.  Parents 
have  been  asked  to  fill  out  a  disease  census  card  for  new 
entrants.  This  has  been  recorded  on  the  health  card,  filed 
for  each  child  in  the  school  by  the  school  nurse.  A  "hot 
dish"  lunch  is  served  at  the  Dublin  school  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mrs.  Lewis  and  7th  and  8th  grade  girls.  This  service 
will  be  available  for  five  months  instead  of  three  this  year 
and  it  just  about  pays  for  itself. 

This  year  a  dental  clinic  has  been  sponsored  by  the  Dublin 
Women's  Club  and  conducted  by  Dr.  Lawi-ence.  Another 
is  scheduled  for  February.  No  child  is  sent  to  the  clinic 
without  the  consent  of  the  parents. 

The  Medical  Inspection  Department  has  complied  with 
the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  regard  to 
exclusions  on  account  of  communicable  diseases.  There 
have  been  some  cases  of  pediculosis  and  nits.  The  school 
nurse  has  cooperated  with  the  parents  to  eliminate  these. 

The  first  aid  cabinet  has  been  refitted.  Accidents  re- 
quiring first  aid  have  been  cared  for. 

Cod  liver  oil  capsules,  sponsored  by  the  Dublin  Women's 
Club  have  been  served  at  Ic  a  day  for  each  child. 

At  this  time  the  Medical  Inspection  Department  wishes 
to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  Board  of  Education,  principal,  teachei-s,  the  dentist  and 
others  who  assisted  in  the  health  program,  and  to  thank  all 
organizations  who  have  cooperated  with  the  department.

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  elect  and  approve  the  inclusion 
of  its  officers  and  employees  (other  than  those  eligible  under  the 
Teachers'  Retirement  System)  in  the  Employees'  Retirement 
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System  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  which  system  is  pro- 
vided for  by  Chapter  27-A  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  inserted  by 
Chapter  183  of  the  Laws  of  1945,  and  as  provided  by  Chapter 
201  of  the  Laws  of  1945  and  any  subsequent  amendments 
thereto. 

11.  If  the  district  votes  in  the  affirmative  on  the  preceding 
article,  to  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  eighty-five  dollars  ($85.00)  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
funds  for  the  district's  contribution  to  said  retirement  system 
for  the  coming  year. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  from  current  funds  for  the 
purpose  of  installing  new  electric  lights  in  the  classrooms. 

13.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  twelve  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($1,250.00)  for  the  trans- 
portation of  high  school  pupils,  or  take  any  other  action  relating 
thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  school 
board  to  make  a  contract  or  contracts  for  a  period  of  not  ex- 
ceeding three  years  for  the  transportation  of  high  school  pupils.
